The Bunkhouse Stampede is here. 
The roughest, toughest event in pro wres- 
tling is about to arrive again.

When there was no other 
way to settle things, there was only one 
way to do it. You'd go outside. And you'd 
go the way you were. You might have 
your boots on. You'd have your jeans on. 
Maybe your shirt. Maybe your spurs. 
Sometimes you'd grab some kind of 
weapon on the way out the door. Maybe | 
a whip. Maybe a bottle, a board, what- | 
ever. And that's how you'd go out to fight. 
And everyone would eventually get in-

deadly. Because money, greed, jealousy | , 


and bad blood make the things a lot 
tougher than what they really are already. 
The final aspect of a Bunkhouse Brawl 


you have no friends. You can only win by 
being the last man standing. You have to | 
watch your back, your front and all around 
you. Someone that you think is helping 
you can eliminate you in à moment of 
weakness on your part. You're in danger

This year it works a little bit different. The 
Bunkhouse Stampede is a series that is 
held in many different arenas across the 
country during December.

up $1000 as his entry fee for each individ- 
ual Bunkhouse Brawl that he participates | 
in. Each night of the Stampede, the event's | 
payoff is literally "winner take all". Only the | 
last man standing in the center of the ring 
gets a paycheck that night. And a darned 
good one, usually $20,000 to $30,000. At 
the end of the series, the man who won the 
most individual "Stampede" events is 
declared The "Bunkhouse Champion" 
and is awarded a $500,000 Bonus Purse 
from Jim Crockett Promotions on top of the 
other money he has already won. 

Many of the individual battles last year 
were won by many different wrestlers, both | 
fan favorites and not. Fans during the last || 
“Stampede” were treated to the fact that | 
Rhodes and "Big" Bubba Rogers ended in 
a lie, and had to settle the score in a . 
separate cage match held in Pittsburgh. In || 
front of a sold-out Civic Arena, Dusty 
Rhodes won the match for his second 
Stampede title in a row. 

This year the Bunkhouse matches will 
have even more participants than ever. 
Thanks to negotiations between the two 
commissioners, John Ayres and Jim 
Crockett, names like Dr. Death, Sting, Ron 
simmons, The Sheepherders, Eddie Gi- 
Ibert, Terry Taylor, Black Bart, etc. will be 
battling it out with NWA stars like Dusty || 
Rhodes, Ric Flair, Nikita Koloff, Tully Blan- | 
chard, The Road Warriors, The Warlord, | 
etc. This is going to be the wildest Bunk- 
house season ever!!

OFF THE STREETS, Freebird Michael Hayes’ long awaited album de- 
but, has finally, literally, “hit the streets". Well, we've all heard BADSTREET USA 
and THE BOYS ARE BACK IN TOWN, but that's about all we've heard of Mi- 
chael. This album shows us the other sides to a multi-faceted, very talented 
Michael Hayes. 

Every other record album ever released that was associated with wres- 
tlers or wrestling has been a gimmick. They were a novelty to sell to kids because 
of who's picture was on the record jacket. Hayes says the reason for the length 
of time that it took to put this album together was because he wanted to break this 
trend. He wanted to put out a album of good music and rock and roll that people 
would wantto play over and over. Well, | believe he has succeeded. This is atape 
that you will WANT to play in your car! This is an album that you will listen to over 
and over. This has got some GOOD music on it. 

The amazing thing is that Hayes wrote most of the lyrics himself on the 
album along with his producer, Jimmy Papa, who also wrote most of the music. 
Papa is also drummer on the album and lays down a good solid beat throughout. 
The other members are top studio musicians who have played with the best. 
Gordy and Roberts provide background vocals on BADSTREET.
